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MANILAS ADVANCED. 


The “ M.and F.” Association Raises Prices 
on All Grades of Manilas and Fibres. 


A Meeting of the Manufacturers Was Held in Newark, N. J., at 
Which a Permanent Organization Was Formed—The Increase 
Will Average About Twenty-five Cents Per Hundred. 


A sudden and rather unexpected turn in the affairs of the pro- 
posed Manila and Fibre Association occurred last week, when a 
meeting of the manufacturers was held in Newark, N. J., at 
which a permanent organization was formed and prices on all 
grades of manila and fibre papers advanced. No official schedule 
of the new prices has been sent out as yet, still it is known that 
the raise will average about 25 cents per hundred pounds on all 
grades of these papers. . 

All the old prices have been withdrawn by the mills, but this 
will not affect contracts on hand at the old figures, but will simply 
apply to all new business taken on and after September. 15, at 
which time the new price schedule went into effect. 

With few exceptions a)) the manufacturers or their representa- 
tives were present at the meeting. A temporary association has 
been in existence for several months past, but no definite steps 
toward forming a permanent association could be taken because 
of the lack of sufficient tonnage. 

John H. Parks, under whose guidance the combination has been 
formed, has been working very diligently of late to bring all the 
manufacturers who had not already joined into the association. 
Those of the manufacturers who have not become members of the 
association have nevertheless agreed to act in conjunction with the 
combination in maintaining prices. The association will be known 
as the Manila and Fibre Association, and will operate under the 
Parks pooling plan, of which Mr. Parks is the originator. This 
plan calls for a duplicate bill of all sales from each manufacturer, 
which must include his basic selling price, to be mailed at regular 
intervals to the office of Mr. Parks for his inspection and the detec- 
tion of any attempts on the part of any member to deviate from the 
official price list. Each member of the association will pay into the 
pool a certain sum of money, which will be known as a reserve 
fund. When it is found necessary to close down any of the mills 
because of overproduction this fund will be used to reimburse 
those mills which have been ordered down, and will be distributed 
according to the amount of paper which they manufacture. Various 
committees have been appointed to decide all questions in dispute, 
future advances, etc. 

It is quite evident that the manufacturers were brought to a 
realization of the fact that prices could only be advanced by co- 
operation, and that if they were to secure a fair margin of profit 
they would have to pool their interests. The fact that business is 
increasing and that price cutting still continues, due to the heavy 
competition, has no doubt hastened them in their determination 
to join any plan that offered an opportunity to secure better prices. 

In the jobbing trade the advancement of prices caused something 





of a stir, although the members of the trade have been expecting 
such a move on the part of the manufacturers for several weeks 
past. They have not as yet received any official price list from the 
manufacturers, and pending the announcement of new prices the 
majority have been quoting 25 cents per hundred advance to cus- 
tomers as a temporary safeguard to themselves. 





Holyoke Mills Restricted to 25 Per Cent. of the Flow.

The Holyoke Water Power Company today issued restrictions 
limiting the mills to 25 per cent. surplus water, and in some mills 
it was necessary to resort to the use of steam to help out the 
power plants. 

The company stated that the outlook was extremely bad, as re- 
ports received from the North were discouraging. The streams 
feeding the Connecticut River are beginning to run dry. Some of 
the feeders are entirely dry, while others are quite low. It will 
take several days of drenching rain to bring up the water to a 
point where relief will be afforded. FERRY. 


Wisconsin Mills Still on 50 Per Cent. Flow.

APPLETON, Wis., September 17.—The hot weather in this part of 
the country, which began on the 3d, was broken last Wednesday 
by a very heavy storm of rain and wind, since which the tempera- 
ture has been decidedly cooler. The mercury during this hot spell 
was higher than at any time during the regular summer months, 
averaging over go°. Everything was extremely dry and conditions 
favorable for forest fires, and the evaporation from the lake was 
also noticeably reducing the level of that body of water, so that on 
all accounts the change was most welcome. The amount of water 
being used by the mills remains the same as for a number of weeks 
previously, namely, 50 per cent. of the normal flow. Very few of 
the ground wood mills can operate at this stage of water.

Ohio State Printing Contracts Awarded.

However, the contracts 
were let on the question of price and known workmanship and 
on proven quality of paper, it is stated, and they will doubtless 
stand. Fred J. Heer will print all of the legislative calendars and 
bills; Leo Hirsch the House and Senate journals; Fred J. Heer 
the pamphlets; while the Springfield (Ohio) Publishing Company 
obtains the contracts for the publication of the Ohio laws and the 
reports of the various State departments. The contract for small 
printing was given to J. L. Trauger, of Columbus. 

E. A. Jones, the State School Commissioner, has taken occasion 
to say that he will not cause confusion in print shops by ordering 
the so called simplified spelling to be introduced in State reports.

PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 


THE LITHOGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 


The Situation Outlined from the Employers’ Standpoint—A 
Speedy Termination of the Strike Looked For—The Open 
Shop Assured—A Large Proportion of the Presses Running. 


[sPeciat CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Rocuester, N. Y., September 18, 1906.—At the headquarters of 
the National Association of Employing Lithographers here, the 
following authorized statement regarding the strike was given out 
late last week: 

“The information which we are daily receiving points not only 
to an ultimate success but to a speedy termination of the difficulty. 
The men are repudiating the counsels, plans and purposes of their 
leaders, and they are returning to work under open shop condi- 
tions. 

“The first shock of the changed conditions of affairs being over, 
most of the men will welcome the change. The open shop admits 
of every man receiving remuneration according to the value of his 
services; the old closed shop condition compelled the employer to 
pay so much more for poor workmanship than that workmanship 
was worth that, as a result, the remuneration to the first class 
man was reduced to a dead level of mediocrity. 

“The individual employees of the lithographic trade are neither 
ignorant, nor unwise, nor in the majority of cases unfair; and all 
these negatively expressed qualities will result in the repudiation 
of their organization by the men, not because organization is either 
wrong or undesirable, but because their organization has, under 
the leadership of false counsel, committed grave, fatal and stupid 
blunders, and because their national leaders, intoxicated with an 
imaginary power, have taken a step which the consciences and the 
judgments of their followers have regretted. 

“In every city in the land progress is being made day by day; 
every day or two the National Association receives a new mem- 
ber. They are coming in now, at this late day, when the fight 
has been in progress for weeks, and I believe that this is, more 
than anything else, the telltale straw which indicates the direc- 
tion of the wind. Reinforcements do not voluntarily join a de- 
feated army. On the other hand, not one single member of our 
association has yielded a point either in act or in courage. 

“On September 7 a tabulation was made of all the reports 
which had been received by our national officers. These reports 
were not complete, but they were all that had been received. 
This tabulation showed that there was 34 per cent. of the presses 
running in the struck houses under open shop conditions; it 
showed that there was 44 per cent. of the artists working in the 
struck houses under open shop conditions; it showed that there 
was 28 per cent. of the transferrers working in the struck houses 
under open shop conditions; it showed that there was 47 per cent. 
of the provers working in struck houses under open shop condi- 
tions; it showed that there was 27 per cent. of the printers 
working in struck houses under open shop conditions. 

“Another one of the features of this controversy which has 
convinced us that the stand we have taken must be right is the 
attitude which the customers of the members of our association 
have taken. I am acquainted with hundreds of customers who 
have written and have said that they were willing to wait any 
length of time for their work and at a sacrifice to their own 
interests. Personally, I do not know of a single customer who 
has occupied a different attitude, although I take it for granted, 
of course, that there are such—but they must be extremely few 
in number. A customer who occupies such an attitude, and at 
some sacrifice, is certainly convinced that we are right in the 
stand that we have taken, because no man, not directly affected, 
would make a sacrifice for a wrong principle. 

“After the controversy is over we intend that all shall be 
benefited by it, the employer and employee alike. We intend 


not to lower wages, but to increase them in fact. Under the old 
conditions the restriction of output entailed a tremendous loss. 
To our infinite surprise we have just realized what that restric- 
tion of output meant. The output of certain presses before the 
strike amounted to approximately 5,000 impressions each daily. 
Since the strike we have found that comparatively green work- 
men can turn out on the same press approximately 9,000, With a 
large investment of capital and with a very large fixed charge, 
we can well afford to pay good men, under the new conditions, 
an increased wage, and still have the increase dictated by sound 
business judgment. 

“We have been actuated, we are actuated and we shall con- 
tinue to be actuated by sentiments and intentions of fair play 
and an equal justice for all.” 


Harding, Paper Maker, Nominated for Congress.

Dayton, Ohio, September 18, 1906.—Despite many political con- 
ferences during the holding of the State Republican convention 
here the past week, when it was stated that a “dark horse” would 
be sprung at the Third District Congressional convention held here 
at the same time, J. Eugene Harding, a well known young paper 
manufacturer of Middletown, was nominated for the place. Mr. 
Harding was chosen unanimously and by acclamation. By coinci- 
dence, R. W. Burns, a prominent paper manufacturer, and who, it 
was said, could have had the nomination, presided as chairman 
of the convention. The nominating speech was made by Congress- 
man R. M. Nevin, who paid a glowing tribute to the young man. 

Mr. Harding is a young man with an excellent reputation, and 
while he may not be a stump speaker he can make a plain, prac- 
tical talk, and that is what ‘counts rather than oratory in the 
Miami Valley, which embraces the entire historic Third Ohio Dis- 
trict and which has been represented by many distinguished men. 
Paul J. Sorg, paper manufacturer and capitalist, held the honor 
for several terms. 

Since the death of his brother, the late “Larry” Harding, of 
Franklin, Eugene Harding is the head of the family, and has cared 
for the interests of the Hardings in various paper mill properties, 
notably the American Writing Paper mill at Franklin and the 
Excello Mills. Though only twenty-nine years of age, he has had 
considerable interest in all branches of legislation. He served as 
State Senator from the joint Second-Fourth District. Mr. Hard- 
ing received his training at the Ann Arbor Law School, and would 
no doubt make a businesslike record in Congress. M. V. 


Paper Men Booming Greater Washington (D. C.).

Wasuincton, D. C., September 18, 1906.—Local business men 
are greatly interested in a movement inaugurated by a local paper 
to send a special train through Virginia, Maryland and North 
Carolina in an endeavor to work up interest in the Greater Wash- 
ington movement. This train will leave here September 20 and 
will be of a month’s duration. Two express cars will contain ex- 
hibits of leading business houses here, together with literature and 
the other things that go to make up a boom train. The R. P. 
Andrews Paper Company will have an exhibit on this train, and 
it will be in charge of E. W. Mackintosh, traveling salesman of 
the house. Mr. Andrews, who is vice president of the Jobbers’ and 
Shippers’ Association, which started the Greater Washington 
boom, will also be with the train for a part of the time. 

Mr. Andrews thinks this special train will be the most effective 
step yet taken to impress the merchants of the South, as well as the 
general population, that Washington has determined at last to 
take her rightful place as a commercial city. He anticipates that 
Mr. Mackintosh will do more business on this thirty day trip 
than he would ordinarily do in sixty days over the same territory.

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A BIG WRITING MILL. 


The American Writing Paper Company 
to Build a New One at Holyoke. 


The Company Has Decided to Erect a Mammoth Structure on 
the New Canal Property—Will Cost Three-Quarters of a 
Million Dollars—Will Be a Model Plant. 


Hotyoxe, Mass., September 18, 1906.—The reputation of Hol- 
yoke as the home of the largest paper industries in the country 
will be still further confirmed by the addition to its already large 
list of paper manufactories by the erection of the largest fine 
writing paper mill in the country, together with an auxiliary plant 
for the manufacture of bleach and sizing. The bleach and sizing 
will be manufactured at the proposed plants and distributed to all 
of the Holyoke mills of the company. 

When the new canal was built by the Holyoke Water Power 
Company it was realized that an ideal location was provided for the 
erection of an immense paper mill, but it was not until yester- 
day that the plans of the American Writing Paper Company were 
learned, and the prospect that Holyoke would become the home 
of the largest fine writing paper mill in the country was con- 
firmed. The company had bought the two lots on the east and 
west sides of the new canal, each lot containing about 150,000 
square feet of land, and have already completed the work on the 
headgates and tailrace, and everything is in readiness in that 
line as soon as the wheels are installed, making it practicable to 
begin the erection of the buildings early in the spring. 

The plans call for the erection of the paper manufacturing plant 
on the west side of the canal, which will consist of a four ma- 
chine mill, with arrangements for loft drying all of the paper 
made. The plant will consist of six brick buildings with concrete 
foundations, of the following dimensions: One building 300x66 
feet, one building 280x72, two buildings 150x66, all four stories in 
height, and two buildings 216x72, three stories in height. These 
will be supplemented with a power house and steam boiler plant 
adequate to furnish power for the entire works. On the east side 
of the canal will be the plant for the manufacture of the bleach 
used, together with the animal and resin size also used in its 
manufacture. 

It is estimated that the cost of erection of these buildings, with 
the installation of the machinery and power equipment, will be 
not far from $700,000, and when finished will call for the em- 
ployment of nearly 400 operatives. The work is so designed that 
when the erection of the buildings begins the first half of the plant, 
when completed, can be put in operation while the second half is 
still in the process of building, thus saving the delay in operation 
which would ensue if the erection of the complete plant were nec- 
essary before manufacturing could start. The plant will be a 
model one in every way; in the first place its location, for con- 
venience in transportation, will be the best in the city. On the 
south side of the new buildings runs the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, while on the north side are the tracks of 
the Boston & Maine. Spur tracks will be built to take in parts 
of the east and west sides where needed, making the receiving and 
shipping of freight most convenient. 

The raw products will be received on the main floor level at the 
southeast corner of the plant, spacious platforms being built on 
the south and east sides, and from there placed on elevators 
where they can be lifted to the floor required without extra han- 
dling, the interior of the mill being so arranged that the raw ma- 
terial will pass forward from stage to stage of its manufacture 
with a minimum amount of handling and time consumed between 
processes until it is delivered, packed and finished on the main 





floor level at the southwest corner of the plant, ready for ship- 
ment on either of the two roads. The same arrangements for 
saving time and labor will prevail in the buildings on the east 
side of the canal, and convenience and quickness of handling the 
product will be of the first consideration. Arrangements for re- 
ceiving coal in front of the boilers have been made, so that little 
if any hard work will be required in its handling. To the east 
of the boilers and 16 feet below the level of the tracks a coal 
storage has. been arranged, holding hundreds of tons, for the 
extra supply, which can be loaded on charging cars and brought 
along a track for the purpose to the front of the boilers, making 
the handling of that necessity of the utmost convenience and 
quickness. The cars will unload the coal from the railroad tracks 
by the use of their bottom hopper, doing away with all shovel- 
ing or hand work in placing the coal before the boilers. 

The plant when ‘completed will have the capacity of furnishing 
30 tons of fine writing paper daily, the power furnished necessary 
to run the different machinery being estimated at from 1,800 to 
2,000 horse power. It is expected that electricity will be used 
largely as a source of power, but the plans of the company in this 
regard have not been definitely settled as yet, and wil! probably 
not be determined for some little time later. 

The work will be begun on the new enterprise early in the spring, 
and will be hurried forward to its conclusion as soon as possible. 
The plan of this addition to the present twenty-nine mills con- 
nected with the manufacture of paper in this city will be good 
news to those who are interested in the growth and development of 
Holyoke, and will largely increase the city’s present output of fine 
writing paper, to say nothing of increasing its prestige as the 
largest paper manufacturing city in the State or country. While 
Holyoke may never rank as high as many of the cities of the State 
as regards population, yet in the growth and importance of its 
manufactures it is rapidly coming to the front, and will lead espe- 
cially in the paper making industry. 


J. F. Bush to Manage Springfield, Mass., Office of Union Bag. 


SprINGFIELD, Mass., September 18, 1906—James F. Bush, who 
during the past five years has been treasurer and manager of the 
Woronoco Paper Company, at Woronoco, and who recently sev- 
ered his official connection with the company, has accepted the 
position of resident manager of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, of New York. Mr. Bush retains his interest in the Woronoco 
Paper Company, continuing as director. 

H. A. Moses, of this city, president and treasurer of the Woro- 
noco Paper Company and the Mittineague Paper Company, is 
managing the Woronoco mill, and will continue to do so for the 
time being. 


Reported Illness of Peter G. Thomson.

Dayton, Ohio, September 18, 1906.—It was reported in the south- 
ern part of the valley the past week that Peter G. Thomson, presi- 
dent of the Champion Coated Paper Company, who sailed for 
Europe some time ago, was seriously stricken at Constantinople, 
Turkey. There is not believed to be any truth in the report. Mr. 
Thomson’s sister, Mrs. C. B. Matthews, in explanation, said: 

“My brother is subject to hay fever and each year usually goes 
to England or Scotland. When he sailed August 11 he was also 
suffering from malarial fever. This year he decided to go to 
Constantinople to buy furnishings for his new home at College 
Hill and also to visit Mr. and Mrs. Norton, Mr. Norton being 
the consular representative and an old friend of the family. I 
have received no word of the reported illness of Mr. Thomson 
and do not place any reliance in the rumor. The letters I have 
received indicate that he is recovering in health and I have a late 
postal card, postmarked Naples. I believe he is enjoying his usual 
health.”

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LOW WATER STIFFENS THE MARKET. 


The Continued Restrictions at Many Mill Centres, Due to the 
Prevailing Drought, Along With the Increasing Demand, Have 
Caused Prices to Stiffen Considerably in the Various Markets. 


New York market conditions are much improved as far as the 
demand is concerned. The amount of business done during the 
week was of fairly good proportions, and everyone in the trade 
seems to be taking a little more interest at present. There still 
exist traces of the general quietness which pervaded the market 
during the summer months, and this fact is rather disappointing 
to those who believe business should be displaying considerable 
activity at this time. Another complaint which is heard on every 
hand is the continued low level of prices on nearly all grades 
of paper. The jobbing trade has received its share of the im- 
provement, and all dealers report that a seasonable business is 
being done in the various lines. Although the general interest in 
the lithographers’ strike has apparently died out, it is nevertheless 
a well known fact among those who are directly interested that all 
grades of paper which enter into this particular line, and especially 
lithograph papers, have been seriously affected by the present Strike. 
While the manufacturers report that business has been considera- 
bly better, they nevertheless express themselves as being very 
much displeased with the continued low prices. Their chances, 
they say, of securing a fair profit on their product seem rather 
doubtful with the present high cost of raw materials, including 
ground wood, which will probably be advanced as a result of the 
drought that is prevalent at nearly all producing centres. They 
all admit that the heavy competition has been one of the main 
causes of keeping prices low, and with the constantly increasing 
production they believe nothing short of a boom will place the 
market on a proper basis. The result of this state of affairs is 
that prices remain practically the same as they have been all 
summer. The interesting features in the market this week were 
the advances in prices on all grades of boards and manilas. 





Business Brisk in Chicago.

A general steadying of conditions which presages a definite ad- 
vance in prices was apparent in the Chicago trade during the past 
week or ten days. In all lines business was brisk and orders came 
in with promptness and volume, which assures a strong trade for 
the autumn season. 

The advance in the prices of boards was a strong factor in 
bracing up prices in other lines of paper. No such concerted action 
has been taken by any of the other manufacturers, but a gradual 
stiffening of prices may be expected. The only ones who do not 
receive the advances with approbation are consumers. 

In the West the protest is probably more vigorous from the 
consumers than it is in the East. As far as the board men were 
concerned the Western mills were opposed to the increase in 
prices at the New York meeting. The Eastern mills were strongly 
for it, and their representatives voted down the opposition. Now 
that the increase has come, the independent mills will follow also, 
and the prices for their board will assume the same relative lower 
quotations which have been maintained for some time. Woon. 


A General Advance Looked for in Boston.

Conditions governing the local trade are showing some im- 
provement, and everybody handling paper is preparing for a good, 
active business this fall.’ The daily distribution of paper by city 
dealers at the present time is of fairly good volume, the demand 


having enlarged within the past two weeks, all lines of paper 
responding to the improvement in general business incident to 
the fall season. Local dealers in manila papers have been advised 
during the past few days by manufacturers that mill quotations 
were withdrawn, and at the same time notice of advanced prices 
was given—manilas up one-quarter and fibre papers one-half a 
cent per pound. There is little doubt but what other lines of 
papers will be advanced ere long. The scarcity of water in many 
of the paper and pulp mill sections of New England is becoming 
more serious, and unless heavy rains soon set in the supply of 
wood pulp and sulphite fibre will run short. Some sulphite mills 
are even now closed down for the want of logs—no water to 
float them. Sulphite mills having plenty of wood are booked so 
far ahead that they are declining orders. Paper manufacturers 
dependent upon the market for sulphite fibre or ground wood have 
cause for anxiety, as the supply grows less from week to week. 
Under existing conditions the tone of the market is very firm.

Better Business at Holyoke.

It is reported among the mills that business is somewhat better 
than last week, although the improvement is slight and conditions 
do not improve as it was thought probable last week.

The mills of the American Writing Paper Company are all run- 
ning, and some of them upon very nice orders. The demand for 
the finer grades of paper is increasing, and business in general 
seems to be improving. On the whole conditions are satisfactory. 

The Crocker-McElwain Company has had a very good week, 
and there has been a material increase in orders over last week 
reported. The company has a good trade. 

The Byron Weston Company at Dalton has a satisfactory lot of 
orders in hand. Its mills are running on good orders, and the 
outlook for a good winter’s trade is reported excellent. 

The Crane mills at Westfield have business enough to keep the 
mills running in good shape. 

As a general thing more orders could be handled in all of the 
mills, but business is brisk in some mills and rather light in others. 
It is seasonable, and the number of orders are increasing in all 
mills in this section.

Very Encouraging Reports from the Miami.

Dayton, Ohio, September 18, 1906.—Encouraging reports have 
been received this week from nearly every paper mill centre of the 
Miami Valley. The usual response to the query was: “Yes, busi- 
ness is improving, and we are getting more orders.” 

Said a well known tradesman who does not wish to be quoted: 
“Indications this week are most flattering, and if this ratio of gain 
continues with our firm we will break all previous records. You 
know there has been considerable said during the past couple of 
years relative to the wonderful increase of one year's business 
over the previous one. Well, just now it looks like all of these 
previous records will soon be ‘has beens’; but possibly we had not 
better say that too sanguinely. It is enough to remark that the 
present state of trade could not be more satisfactory from the 
amount of business on hand and in sight, but we all deplore the 
low prices, and are looking for an improvement in that direction 
above everything else.” 

A gentleman who has been connected with the bottle wrapping 
trade for a number of years recalled the time when a Dayton firm 
cleared $85,000 a year or thereabouts regularly many years ago. 
However, prices for print paper and slightly better grades were 
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then from 25 to 28 cents per pound, a condition which, if existing 
today, might drive some of the tradesmen to the madhouse. 

It is apparent this week that the situation is vastly improved, 
and preparations for the handling of an extensive fall trade are 
under way in all quarters. About all of the valley mills were run- 
ning except two in Franklin, which were closed temporarily owing 
to accidents necessitating immediate repairs. Last week the local 
newspapers used more print paper than for many months in a 
single week. It was all due to the greatest State convention ever 
held by the Republicans of Ohio. M. V. 





Conditions Sound, Healthy and Encouraging in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, September 18, 1906.—The full swing of business, 
now that mid-September has passed, is on, and the trade finds it 
not less than was anticipated, and generally much better than dur- 
ing the corresponding period of last year. The weak members of 
the trade family have been news, the cheaper grades of book and 
manilas. There has been a decided improvement in all, and by 
comparison with a year ago business in these grades may be said 
to be most satisfactory. So far as manilas are concerned, the 
consumer has accepted the foreshadowing by THe Paper TRADE 
Journat of an understanding among manila mills, and in antici- 
pation of such an agreement in the near future, and, as a conse- 
quence, of higher prices, there has been liberal buying. The well 
defined reports of a decreased supply of pulp, because many mills 
hitherto operating on pulp have found it more profitable under the 
ruling high prices for lumber to turn their machines on boards, 
have had the effect of stiffening up prices, even on the cheaper 
grades of book. The better grades continued firm all summer. 

The season of the manufacturers of hangings, for the wall paper 
stainers, is now on, and they look for no quietness until mid-April. 
Prices are generally firm. For papers for vulcanizing there has 
been an exceptionally strong demand, and under it the fierce price 
cutting is gradually disappearing. Instead there is a marked dis- 
position on the part of manufacturers to adhere to prices’ which 
will at best yield some profit. Altogether, paper trade conditions 
are sound, healthful and encouraging. E. R. G. 





Demand Satisfactory, Prices Low in Fox Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App.Leton, Wis., September 17, 1906.—Business conditions in this 
region this week show no particular change from those of the 
period immediately preceding, which were quite thoroughly de- 
scribed last week. On the whole everything is quite satisfactory 
except that prices show no improvement. As to this part of it, 
manufacturers have rather settled down to the conviction that 
patience is a virtue that in this case will sometime be rewarded, 
though just when it is hard to tell. It is a matter of encourage- 
ment that no new mills are scheduled to come into the market 
right away, and no new ones are being planned, so that there is a 
good chance for consumption to grow up to production before 
many months have passed away. Fox River. 





Low Water Affects Canadian Market. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, September 18, 1906.—The feature of the week 
in Canadian paper circles is undoubtedly the scarcity of pulp, 
caused by the low water in the streams. It is reported that three 
pulp mills have already closed down wholly or partially for want 
of logs, and that some paper mill owners fear that they will 
have to follow suit if the low water continues. 

Ground wood pulp is quoted at $22@24 delivered, though at 
the mills nearet to points of production it might be bought a 
little lower. Sulphite pulp shows an advance of about $2 per ton. 

In spite of this the main lines of paper, though firmer in feeling, 
show no real advance. Roll news is still quoted at $2@2.10; nor 
will there be much disposition to advance roll news so long as 


such a large majority of the product is marketed abroad. Aside 
from roll news, however, many makers believe that the public is 
ready for an advance in prices, and they think the manufacturers 
are foolish in not demanding a price that would yield them a fair 
profit. 

It has been discovered by careful calculation that the natyral 
increase in the consumption of news print in Canada is about 15 


. per cent. per year, but this year, owing to great expansion, both 


East and West, it is estimated that the increased consumption of 
printing papers amounts to between 25 and 30 per cent. 

The people are prosperous, new towns are being established and 
new papers started, while in the older centres larger papers are 
being issued. Wrappings continue firm without much direct change 
to quote.. A few of the leading figures are: Roll news, $2@2.10 
per cwt.; sheet news, $2.50@2.60; red brown, $2.60@2.80; gray 
brown, $2.25@2.50; fibres, $3.25@4; No. 2 manila, $2.75@3; tissue 
manila, 75¢.@$1 per ream. Ln 


An Upward Tendency to Prices at Ottawa. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, September 17, 1906—There is an upward 
tendency in prices of paper. The varieties most affected in this 
way at present are No. 1 wood, butchers’, white and colored 
No. 1 manilas and news. It is understood that local firms are 
crowded with rush orders, which, with stock low and demand 
high, are difficult to handle. Two-thirds of the pulp wood for 
the E. B. Eddy mill cut last season will not reach its destination 
this year. It is hung up along the Ottawa, Rouge and Gatineau 
rivers on account of low water. On this account the coming winter 
operations are delayed. On the Gatineau River a sorting boom 
has been removed 3 miles up stream in order to reach a proper 
depth of water. ss 


Prices Advanced at Montreal Because of Short Water. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontreaL, Canada, September 17, 1906.—There has been a de- 
cided stiffening in the prices of pulp and pulp products, owing 
to the fact that practically all of the mills in Quebec and the 
Eastern provinces are short of water. One large mill, for instance, 
that usually runs nine grinders is able only to run three, and those 
only by the water that leaks through the dam. The only mill that 
reports sufficient water is the one at Buckingham, and there the 
men are on strike. The result is that the output has heen greatly 
diminished and prices have accordingly risen at least 25 per cent., 
according to reliable information here. For instance, one dealer 
told your correspondent today that a contract that is expiring on 
October 15 is being renewed at an advance of a little more than 
25 per cent. Ground wood pulp is therefore now quoted at $20@25 
a ton, delivered; pulp board at $38@4o a ton, delivered, and straw 
board at $30. 

The board makers quickly took advantage of the situation, and 
accordingly raised their prices to what they consider is the plane 
on which they ought to be. Ee 


Changes in Personnel of Manufacturers Straw Board Co. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, Ill., September 18, 1906—Vigorous changes are ex- 
pected in the personnel of the local executive force of the Manufac- 
turers Straw Board Company in the next few days. In all re- 
spects it is considered an advancement for the men. J. M. Hub- 
bard, the local manager, is to take charge of the Queen City Paper 
Company at Cincinnati. This move will be necessitated by the 
transfer of W. W. Sunderlin, the present manager of the Queen 
City Paper Company, to the general offices of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company at New York city. Mr. Hubbard will 
also continue in charge of the Chicago office, spending his time 
alternately between here and Cincinnati, and having a representa- 
tive in charge while he is away. Woop. 
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RAILROADS REDUCING RATES. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission Is Receiving Scores of Ap- 
plications from Railroads for Permission to Lower Rates. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasurncton, September 17, 1906—Scores of applications for 
permission to change freight rates have been received by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission during the past few days, 
and in every instance the changes which the carriers desire to 
make are reductions. The applications have been entirely volun- 
tary. Discussing these applications, Commissioner Franklin K. 
Lane said: 

“The most notable activity of the commission in the last ten 
days has been in the consideration of applications for permission 
to reduce freight rates. These applications have come from nearly 
every section of the country and have related to hundreds of rates 
on staple articles moving between important railroad centres. 

“The permissions given, in response to these applications, prob- 
ably have resulted in more freight rate reductions than ever 
before have taken place in this country in any period of equal 
length. It would seem from the number and importance of these 
voluntary reductions that the carriers recognize that thei rates 
were too high at many points at the time of the enactment of the 
Hepburn law. It also seems that they are preparing for the opera- 


tion of the new law, under which freight rates cannot be changed 
with the facility that formerly was the rule.” 


Complaining About Cost of Electric Power at Lockport, N. Y. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lockport, N. Y., September 18, 1906.—The city has about come 
to the conclusion that it has been buncoed in the matter of cheap 
power. When a few slick citizens prevailed upon the old power 
company to surrender its rights and everything was merged into 
the Ontario Power Company and its subsidiary companies, the 
promise was made the city of Lockport that it would be furnished 
cheap electrical power for manufacturing purposes. Up to date 
nothing has materialized. The Board of Trade wants to know the 
reason why, and has appointed a committee of five to investigate 
the problem. Anticipating that the cheap power would be on hand 
when wanted the Board of Trade has been advertising broadcast 
that parties locating manufactories or mills in Lockport could be 
assured of power at $16 per horse power. Up to date there is no 
indication that the city will get any power except what it buys 
through the Lockport Gas and Electric Light Company, which has 
a contract to buy from the producing company and distribute in 
the city at prices fixed by the company. It is said that the lowest 
price quoted by the gas and electric company is $21 a horse power. 
Many of the paper and pulp mills in the lower town were antici- 
pating putting in motors and receiving the electric juice at low 
figures and running their mills with it. It would look from the 
present situation as if the power company, having secured all it 
wants and killed off the old Lockport Power Company, will give 
the city fathers the “merry ha, ha!” W. E. T. 


Paper Makers Put Values on Their Powers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Atpany, N. Y., September 18, 1906.—They had a lovely time in 
this city last week with a lot of Watertown, N. Y., paper manufac- 
turers, who told each other what they thought their water powers 
were worth and had a general mix up on valuations. 

The trouble all arose out of the desire of the city to secure the 
local lighting plant. The valuation placed upon its property did not 
suit Mayor Hugo and the aldermen, so the matter was taken before 
the State Gas Commission at Albany last week and several hearings 
had covering two or three days. 


It is certain that Mayor Hugo had a lot of witnesses down here 
who are well known in the paper and pulp world. Joseph Guyot, 
of Carthage, said he sold a 300 horse power to the Carthage Tissue 
Company a few years ago for $1,000. Buildings and rea) estate 
went with the power. C. E. Brown, secretary and treasurer of 
the Union Carriage and Gear Company, said his company bought 
a 200 horse power in Watertown four years ago for $3,000. John 
M. Carpenter, secretary-treasurer of the Excelsior Carriage Com- 
pany, testified that water power rented at $25 horse power per 
year. According to James A. Outterson, of Carthage, the Cham- 
pion Paper Company bought its 2,700 horse power water power 
for $24,000. It later purchased for $20,000 the flowage right neces- 
sary to develop that power to its maximum efficiency. The Rem- 
ington plant, he thought, was worth $200,000, which is $100,000 less 
than the lighting combine’s valuation. 

Foster P. Rhines, president of the Chamber of Commerce, said 
the Remington power plant, on the basis of 1,500 horse power de- 
veloped every day in the year, would be worth $300,000. Only 800 
horse power is now developed. Other witnesses for the city were 
L. P. Dunlop, of Carthage; John C. Knowlton, of Knowlton Broth- 
ers, who said the water right of the Watertown Electric was worth 
$200,000; A. H. Lefebvre, secretary and treasurer of the Black 
River Traction Company, which bought the whole of the river 
above the Remington plant for $8,000. 

W. P. Herring, for the petitioners, said the Remington plant was 
worth from $350,000 to $400,000. W. E. T. 


Ohio Shippers’ Association Getting After the Railroads. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Dayton, Ohio, September 18, 1906—The new State Railroad 
Commission has proceeded to vigorously discharge its duties, and 
for a starter has begun the consideration of the cases brought by 
the Ohio Shippers’ Association against fifty-two railroads in the 
State. The petition cites the allegation that the companies have 
banded together as common carriers of commodities and formed 
car service associations in territories adjacent to Pittsburg, Toledo, 
Cleveland, Columbus, Dayton and Cincinnati, and that their rules 
are identical, with the possible exception of the managers’ names. 
It is claimed to be the intention of the railroads to enforce certain 
rules as to the time of loading and unloading without regard to 
the capacity of the cars or weather conditions. 

The Ohio shippers petition that this rule be so witeael: as to 
be reasonable and also to establish free car service time, or the 
time to be allowed for loading and unloading. holding that the 
free car service time is insufficient. Each company will be notified 
individually, and testimony will doubtless be taken over a period 
covering many weeks. O, P. Gothlin, of this city, has gone to 
Columbus and joined Messrs. Morris and Hughes, the other mem- 
bers of the new railroad commission. Gothlin has been a traffic 
manager in Dayton and, with Morris, form the practical men on 
the board. Mr. Hughes is a lawyer of ability and resigned the 
adjutant generalship to accept the office of railroad commissioner.

Trying to Make Railroad Methods Uniform. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasuincton, September 18, 1906—Discussing the probable 
method of proceeding under the new railroad rate law, Mr. Cock- 
rell, Interstate Commerce Commissioner, said today that the first 
effort of the commission would be to secure the adoption by the 
various railroads of a uniform system of conducting their busi- 
ness. “We are,” he said, “now giving most of our attention to se- 
curing the adoption of a general system, believing that by pursuing 
this course we will lighten our own labors and render it possible 
for the roads to materially aid us in carrying the law into effect.” 
He then outlined the plans of the commission to be to secure: 

First, A uniform system of accounting by the railroads; second, 
a uniform system of classification of freight throughout the United 
States; third, a uniform schedule of rates, fares and charges; 
fourth, the performance by the roads of the entire transportation 
service from the place where freight is received to the point of 
destination. 

Mr. Cockrell said that the railroads are manifesting a disposi- 
tion to aid the commission in the enforcement of the law.

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APPORTIONING WATER RIGHTS AT FULTON, 


A Friendly Suit Having Been Brought, the Court Appoints a 
Commission to Divide the Flow—To Stop ““Water Grabbing.” 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Futon, N. Y., September 18, 1906.—A copy of the decree in the 
action of “The Fulton Paper Company against Lucy A. Nelson et al.” 
has been served on the several owners of water power drawing 
from the lower dam in this city. The decree relates to an action, 
referred by order of the Supreme Court to Hon. Milton H. Mer- 
win as referee, and concerns the division between the two sides of 
the river, of the water in the Oswego River at the lower dam in 
the city of Fulton. 

In the complaint the Fulton Paper Company alleges “that the 
plaintiff has situate upon its premises at the west end of the State 
dam No. 4 in the city of Fulton a large pulp mill, and that it is 
entitled to have and enjoy the use of the water rights, but that 
it has been deprived thereof or some part thereof by the owners 
of other lots and water rights by reason of them or some of 
them drawing and using more than his or their share of water; 
that for some part of the year the supply of water in said‘river 
and at said State dam is insufficient to propel all the machinery 
dependent thereon, and that the defendants having the right to 
draw water upon the east side of said river have drawn more than 
one-half of the water of said river at such times; that the bulk- 
heads, canal, flumes, gates and other structures are so constructed 
that there is no adequate or sufficient means of making a fair and 
proportionate distribution of the water among the parties entitled 
to it, and that there is no means of making a fair and equal distribu- 
tion of the water between the parties thereto having the right to 
draw water upon the east side of said river and those having the 
right to draw water upon the west side of the river, and that there 
is no means of keeping the water up at said dam to such a height 
as to give the head of water required to propel the machinery at 
the speed it is desired to run without a great waste of water and 
power and loss of economy in the use of the water; that with or 
without intention some parties get more than their share ahd some 
are unable to get their proportion of the water, and all use it at 
an inconvenient and wasteful head; that at times the water in said 
river is very low, and the same is often drawn by some of the par- 
ties to this action so that the same is lower than the crest of the 
said dam, to the great injury and detriment of the parties hereto; 
that to secure the requisite and proper head of water the water in 
said river should be kept up to within one foot below the highest 
point in the spillway of said dam. That this action is brought to 


remedy these and other difficulties and to procure a determination 
of the rights, liabilities and obligations of the respective owners of 
the several parcels of property situate on the east side of the said 
river and those owners of the several parcels of property situate 
on the west side of said river.” 

The action being what is termed a “friendly suit,” no defence is 


set up beyond the establishing of the facts relating to owner- 


ships, rights, etc., and the court decreed “that a commission be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of dividing the water in the said river at 
said dam, with power to construct mechanical devices to measure 
said water and deliver one-half thereof to those entitled to same 


on each side of said river.” The court proceeds to name three 


commissioners, one of whom is George P. Wells, vice president 
of the Fulton Paper Company. This commission is given power to 
divide the waters, make surveys, construct mechanical devices to di- 
vide the same, employ an engineer and a person to superintend and 
operate such deyices; they are to see that the level is kept up to a 
point not more than one foot below the highest point in the spill- 
way of the dam, and to abate the use of water by classes as speci-

falling below the given level. 
It is hoped that after the commission named in the decree shall 


have put into effect a means for a division of the river at this dam, 
the question of “water grabbing” between the mills at either end 
of the dam will be forever at an end.

OBITUARY. 


Davin Torrance. 

Judge David Torrance, of Derby, Conn., Chief Justice of the Con- 
necticut Supreme Court of Errors, died from heart trouble at his 
home in Derby on Wednesday of last week. Judge Torrance was 
born in Edinburgh, Scotland, in 1840. Coming to this country at 
the age of nine years, with his widowed mother, one sister and 
three brothers, they located in Norwich, and at the age of fifteen 
David went into the Chelsea Paper Mills in Greeneville (a suburb 
of Norwich) to learn the trade of paper making. He worked at 
this business for about seyen years, when, in 1862, he enlisted as a 
private in Company A, Eighteenth Connecticut Volunteers. He 
rose rapidly in the service, until in 1863 he was made captain of 
Company A and became successively major and lieutenant colonel 
of the regiment. He was mustered out in 1865, and locating in 
Derby began the study of law in the office of Col. William B. 
He began to 
practice in 1868, and his rise was rapid in that calling. In Octo- 
ber, 1901, he was appointed to the highest tribunal in the gift of 
the State, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Errors. Judge 
Torrance had a brother killed in the war, James Torrance. The 
judge was intimately associated with paper makers and paper mak- 
ing, his brother Archibald being an employee of the Chelsea mills 
at the time of his death, and another brother, John, being a paper 
maker at the Hubbard mills at the same place. In 1864 the judge 
married Annie France, of Greeneville, whose brother, Robert A. 
France, was afterward superintendent of the Chelsea mills.

Trade, crop and industrial reports are still almost uniformly 
favorable. An immense business is doing in the West and North- 
west, Southern jobbing trade shows expansion, and inability to get 
adequate supplies of many lines of goods is the main subject of 
complaint at Eastern markets.

way earnings are heavy, those for August gaining 13 per cent., a 
new high record for that month, and early report= for September 
pointing to this ratio of increase being maintained._ Labor scarcity 


is still a subject of country wide complaint, and cotton harvesting 
especially is being delayed by absence of adequate help. Warm 


weather is a bar to activity in retail trade, which needs lower tem- 
perature for best development. All in all, the situation is in a high 
degree encouraging, though it is worth noting that later advices 
from Europe do not point to as large an outlet as was earlier ex- 
pected for our surplus supplies of grain.

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GREAT NORTHERN’S NEW MILLS. 


Preparatory Work at Two Points Now Being Pushed—Con- 
struction Will Follow as Soon as Ground Is Cleared. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

A repetition of what has taken place in the Great Northern Paper 
Company’s operations at Burnt Land Rips since early in June is 
now going forward at Dolby Rips, 3 miles above. About 75 acres 
of land have been cleared and a crew of 200 men is now engaged 
in clearing the land of stumps and assembling stone for the rock 
crushers when the work of construction shall begin. Shanties and 
boarding houses for the accommodation of laborers are going up 
rapidly. Seven large buildings, a large number of smaller ones 
and a large shed to shelter horses have already been erected. 

The work of building another road on higher ground to avoid 
the higher level of the river that will be caused by the dam at 
Dolby Rips has been begun at this point. When the dam has 
barred the advance of the waters of the West branch, a large por- 
tion of the Powers farms will be under water and the mouth of 
Schoodic stream will be a miniature lake. The new highway will 
take a detour of about 3 miles to avoid this overflow. . 

At Burnt Land Rips the work progresses steadily. The under- 
taking is so huge that the 800 men who are now employed there 
appear to make rather halting progress. A great deal has been 
accomplished during the past five weeks, however. Some portion 
of the foundation walls of the whole structure has been laid. 
Some of the foundations are completed and the greater portion 
of them is very near completion. Another stone crusher has 
been added to the outfit, and the task of providing stone for the 
rapidly moving jaws of the crushers is no small task. Dynamite 
is largely used in reducing the stone to dimensions sufficiently 
small to allow them to enter the maw of the crushers. Near sunset 
this dynamiting begins and the fusillade of explosions makes the 
listener believe that he may be in the vicinity of a battlefield and 
that he is listening to the sound of rapid fire guns. Frequently as 
many as 150 shots are fired in a day. A great battle is really 
going on. Man is subduing Nature and training her slowly but 
surely to his service. 

The construction of the coffer dam has proceeded rapidly since 
that phase of the work began. The dam, facing up stream, juts 
from either shore nearly across the river, leaving only a narrow gap 
for the escape of the rushing waters of the West branch. The side 
and rear walls of the coffer are not yet built, but at the present rate 
should be completed in about two weeks, when the water can be 
pumped from the two enclosures and the excavation for the per- 
manent dam can be begun. This will be the most gigantic work in 
dam construction ever seen in northern Maine, perhaps in New 
England. Thousands of tons of stone and thousands of barrels of 
cement will be used in erecting this dam, whose foundation must 
reach many feet below the river bed before it encounters material 
suitable to support such a huge structure. 

The wheelpit, upon which work was begun early in June, is un- 
finished. Seventy-five men and a score of teams have been em- 
ployed for two months in removing the soil. There is now a huge 
trench several rods wide, about 20 rods in length and 20 feet below 
the level of the river. 


Fulton (N. Y.) Paper Companies Want Reduction of Taxes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., September 18, 1906.—The matter of the over- 
assessment of the paper and pulp plants of this city by the board 
of assessors is still being agitated. H. Lester Paddock, an officer 
of the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, appeared before 
the board last week and made an informal application for a re- 
duction of the assessment of $286,000 against his plant, which 
covers the mill, water power and other property. Last year the 


assessment on this property was $171,000, a jump of $97.000. Mr 
Paddock considered this too large an advance, and after considera 
ble argument pro and con the assessors consented to reduce the 
assessment $38,000. Just whether this is entirely satisfactory to 
Mr. Paddock and the other officers of the company is not known 
The efforts of E. R. Redhead, president of the Victoria Paper 
Mills Company, to have the assessment on his plant lowered is 
still going on, and the board has reached no conclusion in regard 
to that matter. Mr. Redhead wants $120,000 taken off the rolls, 
while the board would probably reduce it $50,000. The matter will 
be threshed out this week. W. E. T.

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The Advance in Manilas and Fibres. 


According to reports from many sources there was an advance 
on manilas and fibre papers, the same going into effect on Satur- 
day of last week. Back of this advance it is said that sufficient 
tonnage has been pledged (to either pool or co-operate) to make 
the “M. and F.” Association, as it is called, a success. 

For some reason there seems to be a good deal of mystery about 
the new association. As yet little in the way of definite informa- 
tion in regard to the organization or the advances it has made 
can be ascertained. It is, however, a matter of common knowledge 
that prices on manilas have been advanced at least 25 cents per 
hundred pounds. The advance is said to apply to all grades. In 
regard to fibres there is a diversity of reports, the range of which 
stretches from 25 to 50 cents per hundredweight. 

In view of the importance of the act, and the necessity of mak- 
ing the advance a success, a bolder front on the part of the mem- 
bers of the new association would have been better policy. All 
hands admit the necessity of higher prices, and nearly everybody 
in the manila line is glad that the manufacturers have come to- 
gether. The advance is therefore a popular one, and will be sup- 
ported, provided the mill owners present to the trade the proverbial 
“stiff upper lip.” A policy of doing things in the dark will, how- 
ever, prove ruimous. 

Together wah the doubt as to the exact amount of the advance 
there is also general ignorance in regard to the mills represented 
in the membership. This, too, is unfortunate, as it leaves the trade 


in doubt concerning the strength of the new organization. 


But while an apparently false start has been made by the “\ 
and F.” Association, perhaps the situation will clear itself in a few 
days. It may be that the organization was closed up unexpect- 


edly before the details had all been worked out. Later on we 


hope to see a clear cut plan presented to the trade about which 


there can be no doubt. Until then the trade must wait in im 


patience and uncertainty. 


The Drought Now General. 


From practically all the paper making centres of the country this 
week the report comes that the water question is at present a 


serious one. Canada, New England, northern New York and 


Wisconsin all tell the same story. 

In many places machines, to say nothing of grinders, are idle 
for want of water or want of pulp, which, in this case, means the 
same thing. There is, therefore, great uneasiness on the part of the 
manufacturers, especially as the fall trade has now set in in ear- 


nest. To the mill owners the situation is a provoking one, as they 


cannot now secure the profits for which they have been so long 


waiting. Instead of profit they are now forced into idleness, 


which, for them, means the loss each day of many dollars. 
This week the seriousness of the situation has impelled a number 
of manufacturers to write us about the question that is uppermost 


in their minds. Of these the following is a fair sample: 


Paper TRADE JouRNAL, New York City: 


GENTLEMEN—You are no doubt aware from your regular cor- 
respondent here of some of the conditions which are prevailing 
on this stream on account of low water. We have not had in four 
or five years such a limited flow of water in our river. and what 
is true of conditions in central New York is equally true of the 
streams of northern New York, which are very low at this time, 
these low water conditions affecting very seriously the output of 
paper and pulp in all of the mills except they are equipped with 
auxiliary steam power, and even under these conditions the cost 
of making paper or pulp is considerably more, and some mills 
which have not auxiliary steam power are .either shut down en- 
tirely or their product very materially reduced. . 

We give you this information not that we wish you to publish 
this letter, but that you may use the information, putting it in your 
own language, as showing the conditions which are prevailing now 
in central and northern New York, and probably pretty well 
throughout the country, so that if these conditions continue long 
it means a very heavy and material reduction in the output of 
paper, and ought to result in a corresponding increase in the prices 
of all grades of paper. You certainly cannot make the low water 
conditions, as they are prevailing in central and northern New 
York, any too emphatic at present. Yours very truly, 





As a footnote to a letter from one of the largest paper and pulp 
companies in Canada we this week received this word: “There 
will be a very large shortage of spruce pulp wood because of the 
drought of the present summer.” 

From Maine, from Holyoke, and from the West the story is the 
same. The situation, without question, is a serious one, and 
should not be lightly put aside with the remark that the fall rains 
This saying has been heard before, 
especially in the fall of 1899 and also in the fall of i902. In both 
years there was a severe drought that lasted till Christmas time. 


In 1899 the drought covered the whole country.

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TAKING FLAX WASTE OUT OF MARKET, 


By a New French Invention Flax Waste Can Be Spun on Cotton, 
the Product of the Combined Fibres Being Valuable— 


Paper Makers Vitally Interested. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

WasHIncton, D. C., September 17, 1906.—Consul C. J. King, 
of Lille, France, sends an interesting report on the spinning of 
flax and for the spinning of flax articles that should be of con- 
siderable value in development of the linen industry in the United 
States. He writes: 

“Of late years much uneasiness has been observed in flax spin- 
ning circles owing to the popularity and cheapness of cotton goods. 
In fact, the increasing cost and insufficiency of the raw material 
used in the manufacture of linen are slowly placing linen goods 
among articles of luxury. This is generally conceded and will 
eventually manifest itself unless there is an increased production 
of flax and a decrease in the expenses of spinning. 

“Such being the situation, cultivators have been offered premiums 
for producing flax, and the ingenuity of the spinners has been 
bent on utilizing the last shreds of the fibre. To this end no little 
success has been attained by interweaving flax and cotton yarns. 
Not only a means of keeping up the output of flax yarn has re- 
sulted, but the market has been enriched with a cloth unrivaled as 
a fancy shirting, one that gives satisfaction both in appearance and 
in wear, and costing only a little more than cotton goods and much 
less than pure linen. 

“Notwithstanding ths continual popping up of new outlets for 
flax yarn, it was desirable to devise a means of less expensive spin- 
ning of the more hygienic and cleaner fibre, especially for wet 
spinning. After many efforts in that direction success seems to 
have been achieved, for a very successful experiment is now at- 
tracting the attention of the important spinners of this district. 
It is a recently patented process, by Arthur Guillemand, tending 
to simplify the present method of applying the system of spinning 
cotton to flax. It consists in replacing the high, cumbersome ma- 
chinery now necessary in flax spinning by low self acting reels, 
such as are employed in cotton spinning. 

“In order to test to the fullest possible extent the proposition 
of spinning flax waste on a large scale a factory financed by local 
capitalists has been erected and equipped near Lille, and will be 
in operation by October. Owing to the large quantity of waste 
required for the undertaking and considering the very limited quan- 
tity of waste obtainable, much opposition may be expected on the 
part of the paper makers, who depend upon a regular annual sup- 
ply of this material. 

“The paper makers can scarcely do without the flax waste and 
are prepared to pay exorbitant prices to prevent the stock being 
utilized for other purposes. Already, in the fall of 1905, an ad- 
vance of 40 per cent. in price was freely given by paper makers 
to capture the contracts sought by the new concern.”

A Market in North of England for Paper. 


[FRom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Ortawa, Canada, September 17, 1906.—John B. Jackson, the 
Canadian commercial agent in Leeds, England, writes to the 
Ottawa Government that a great field exists in the North of Eng- 
land for Canadian paper, as in Yorkshire alone there are over 100 
paper merchants and manufacturers. These do not include the 
numerous newspapers, who make the best customers. He says 
the English manufacturer and buyers will not divulge their trade 
terms. Those having catalogues do not let them get into the 
hands of their competitors. If these catalogues are sent out to 
the public they do not show the discount the manufacturer gives 
to the buyer. Canadian mills can get the trade only by regular 
canvassing of the English buyer. Mr. Jackson reports that owing 
to the keen competition which exists in paper circles in England 
it is practically impossible to conduct a direct trade in paper from 
Canada. England is the home of the middleman for the present, 
and for the purpose of introducing a new commodity an English 
agent is a vital necessity. English paper manufacturers will not 
permit an outside competitor to enter without a struggle. The 
fact was made quite apparent recently when a large United States 
paper company had to withdraw after having tried to flood the 
British market with American made paper. The product of Cana- 
dian paper mills is so much in excess of the home consumption that 
the manufacturers are keenly alive to advice from the British 
market. When J. R. Booth’s new paper mill begins to operate he 
will make an aggressive campaign in outside markets. i. 


Indian Jute Trade. 


Consul General W. H. Michael, of Calcutta, writes about the 
Indian jute trade. He says the total exports for the first eleven 
months of 1905-6 amounted to 4,111,261 bales. Continuing, he 
writes : 

These shipments were made from Calcutta and Chittagong. If 
jute continues to come into Calcutta during the second half of this 
month (July) as it did the first half, this season’s exports will ex- 
ceed those of 1901-2, which were 4,253,970 bales, and will be the 
largest ever made from India in one season. 

Out of the total quantity exported during the eleven months, 
there were shipped to the United Kingdom 1,668,873 bales of jute 
and rejections, and to the continent of Europe 1,787,375, including 
62,424 bales of cuttings, making a total for Europe of 3,518,678 bales. 
The United States took 580,861 bales, including 244,510 bales of 
cuttings. All other ports got 11,722 bales. The local mills secured 
for manufacturing purposes about 3,200,000 bales. The acreage 
planted to jute this year is 3,271,400, and the yield per acre is ex- 
pected to be about the same as last year. 


The wax paper department of the Robertson Paper Company,

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A “JUMBO” PULP SCREEN. 


The Object of a New Invention Is to Provide an Improved 
Screen so Arranged as to Permit the Screening of 


an Exceedingly Large Amount of Stock. 


A patent, No. 830,389, has just been granted to William Wesley 
Wells, of Sandy Hill, N. Y., on improvements in pulp screens. 

The invention relates to pulp or paper stock screens, such as 
shown and described in the Letters Patent Nos. 695,754 and 729,- 
382, granted to O. H. Moore on March 18, 1902, and May 26, 1903, 
respectively. 

The object of the present invention is to provide a new and im- 
proved pulp or paper stock screen arranged to permit of screening 





an exceedingly large amount of pulp or paper stock in a com- 
paratively short time. 

A practical embodiment of the invention is represented in the 
accompanying drawings, forming a part of this specification. 

Fig. 1 is a sectional side elevation of the improvement, and Fig. 2 
is an enlarged sectional side elevation of the valve on one of the 
nozzles. 

The casing A is preferably in the form of an inverted frustum 
of a cone and is mounted on a suitable frame B, and within the 
said casing A is mounted to turn a similarly shaped screen C, hav- 
ing its lower open end C’ mounted on a stop D, attached to the bot- 
tom of the casing A. 

The upper end of the screen C is provided with a spider C’. 
secured on a shaft E, mounted to rotate in suitable bearings F, 
attached to the top of the casing A. On the shaft E is secured 
a bevel gear-wheel E’, in mesh with a similar gear-wheel G’, fast- 


ened on a shaft G, mounted to rotate in suitable bearings F’, at- 
tached to the top of the casing A. On the shaft G is secured a pul- 
ley G*, connected by a belt with other machinery for imparting a 
rotary motion of the shaft G, which by the gear-wheels G’ E’ rotates 
the shaft E, and consequently the screen C. 

The lower end of the casing A is provided with a stock outlet A’, 
and the lower open end C’ of the screen C discharges into a sliver 
outlet H, attached to the under side of the casing A. Through one 
side of the sliver outlet H and through the open lower end C’ of 
the screen C extends the pulp or paper stock feeding pipe I, con- 
nected at its lower end with a pump J of any approved construc- 
tion, for forcing the pulp up into the said pipe I and out of the 
same through sets of nozzles I’, I’, I° and I’, extending laterally 
from the pipe I one above the other and terminating at their free 
ends within a short distance of the inner surface of the screen C. 

The two upper sets of nozzles I’ and I’ have a larger cross sec- 
tional area than the nozzles of the two lower sets I° and I‘, and the 
nozzles of the two upper sets I’ and I* are wholly unobstructed, 
while the lowermost sets of nozzles I* and I* are provided with 
valves K for controlling the flow of the pulp from the pipe I 
through the nozzles I* and I*. The valve stems K’ of the valves 
K extend downwardly through the lower open end of the screen C 
and also through the side wall of the sliver outlet H, and the 
lower terminals of the said valve stems K’ are provided with 
knobs K* under the control of the operator for opening or closing 
the valves K, as the case may require. Each of the valve stems 
K’ adjacent to the knob K?’ is provided with a sleeve K’, fitting a 
corresponding bearing H’ in the wall of the sliver outlet H, so as to 
hold the valve stem K’, and consequently its valve K, in either an 
open or a closed position. 

By reference to Fig. 1 it will be seen that the uppermost nozzles 
I’ are two in number and extend diametrically in opposite direc- 
tions from the pipe I, and the nozzles I? are also two in number 
and extend diametrically from the pipe I, but at right angles to 
the nozzles I’. The nozzles I*° and I‘ are similarly arranged—that 
is, the nozzles I° extend on the same vertical plane as the nozzles I’ 
and at right angles to the nozzles I’, I* which latter extends in the 
same vertical plane as the nozzles I?. Now when the machine is in 
operation the pulp is forced up the feed pipe I by the action of the 
pump J, and the pulp finally passes out through the nozzles I’, I’. 
I* and I* into the screen C and against the inner surface thereof, 
it being understood that the amount of pulp passing into the screen 
C can be readily controlled by the operator opening or closing the 
valves K correspondingly, it being understood that the nozzles I’ 
and I? are left unobstructed, as the capacity of the screen is suffi- 
cient at any time to readily accommodate all the pulp that passes 
out of the said nozzles I’ and I’ and the screen is also capable to 
work off some or all of the pulp that can pass out of the nozzles 
I® and I*. If, however, the screen becomes overloaded by the pulp. 
it is only necessary for the operator to close one or all of the 
valves K. 

In order to keep the screen openings or perforations in operative 
or effective condition and to wash down the bulk of the stock for 
delivery out through the outlet A’, I provide a perforated spray 
pipe L, extending into space between the casing A and the screen 
C, as plainly indicated in Fig. 1. 

The upper end of the spray pipe L is connected by a pipe N 
with a suitable water supply, and the lower end of the said spray 
L is provided with a waste pipe O. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that an exceedingly large feed 
of the supply pipe 1 may be employed having a large number of 
nozzles to feed an exceedingly large quantity of stock or pulp into 
the screen and to direct this pulp against the inner surface of 
the screen C, to be screened by the latter and to pass into the 
casing A and out of the same by the stock outlet A’. 

The sliver passing down the inside of the screen C finally flows 
through the open lower end C’ into the sliver outlet H to be con- 
ducted to one side of the machine.

A Patent Has Just Been Granted on a Process for Utilizing the 
Southern Pines by First Removing the Resinous Matter— 
This Object Attained by Natural Methods. 


James Lide Coker, Jr., of Hartsville, S. C., has invented a new 
United States Patent No. 830,57 
In describing the process Mr. Coker says: 


process of making paper pulp. 


“The object of my invention is to utilize for paper pulp making 
purposes the ordinary timber pines which are found in very large 
quantities in the southern part of the United States, the principal 
varieties of which are known as ‘long-leaf’ pine (Pinus palustris), 
‘short-leaf’ pine (Pinus echinata), ‘loblolly-pine’ (Pinus te da), 
and ‘Cuban’ pine (Pinus heterophylla). The wood of these south- 
erm pines is very rich in resinous matter, and substantially all of 
this matter must be removed from the wood before a good article 
of wood pulp can be produced therefrom. Attempts, more or less 
successful, have been made to remove this resinous matter from 
the wood; but so far as I am informed all processes hitherto em- 
ployed to obtain this result have depended upon the use of chem- 
icals and have involved such expense as to be practically prohib- 
itive in actual commercial manufacture. It is my object to effect 
this result simply, cheaply and without the use of chemicals, and 
this result I attain by a process involving the steps of killing 
the tree, ‘subjecting it with the bark on to the action of local nat- 
ural agencies, whereby the resinous matter therein is changed, 
modified or brought to such condition as to be innocuous in pulp 
making, removing the bark and cutting up and splitting the stripped 
timber into suitable lengths to arrest further deterioration of fibre, 
and then after removing the heart-wood from the sap-wood sub- 
jecting the thus prepared sap-wood to any ordinary or suitable 
These are the steps which I have followed in 
practice, with the result that in making paper pulp from the thus 
prepared sap-wood none of the objectionable manifestations at- 
tendant upon the presence of resinous matter in wood is notice- 
able, and the pulp itself is of a quality that can only be obtained in 
the practically complete absence of resinous matter. 

“My invention is based upon the discovery, which I believe to be 
new with me, that if the killed pine tree be allowed to remain with 
the bark on exposed to the elements or to the action of natural 
agencies for a considerable period of time, say from four to twelve 
months or even longer, the resinous constituents of the tree will 
by that time be changed and brought into such condition as to be 
practically innocuous for paper pulp making purposes. The length 
of time of exposure will vary with the season and with the char- 
acter of the particular tree. The best time to kill the tree (whether 
by girdling or by felling) is in the early summer when the sap is 
circulating freely, since under these conditions the change in the 
resinous constitutents proceeds more rapidly than at other times, 
although the same change will eventually but more slowly take 
place if the tree be killed at any other time of the year. The bark 
is allowed to remain on during the process of change for the 
reason that, as | have found, if the bark be removed from the green 
wood the direct exposure of the latter to the air seems to harden 
the resinous matter in the outer portion of the trunk, so that in 
quite a thick circumferential layer of the wood the resin remains 
practically unchanged, thus destroying the value of this portion of 
the wood for pulp making and retarding the change in the inner 
portion of the trunk. 

“The exact nature of the chemical change which takes place in 
the resinous constituents of the wood is as yet undetermined and 
is still under investigation; but it is not difficult to determine when 
that change, whatever it may be, has taken place. A simple test 
is to make an incision in the tree with an ax. If the tree is in 
proper condition and the change has taken place, the liquid which 
follows the blow will be limpid, non-viscous and as fluid as water, 


wood pulp process. 


almost tasteless, and with an odor which is ethery rather than 
resinous. As soon as this stage has been reached further decom- 
position or change should be stopped, because the wood itself by 
this time has materially depreciated in value by incipient decay 
both for fuel and for lumber, and further exposure will depreciate 
its value for pulp making also. To arrest further change, I strip 
the bark from the trunk and cut up the latter into convenient 
lengths and split these lengths so as to expose the interior. The 
heart-wood which occupies the interior of the tree still holds its 
resinous constituents in hardened condition and practically un- 
changed, and it therefore must be separated and removed from the 
sap-wood which forms the exterior portion of the tree and in 
which the change in resinous constitutents has been effected. 

“The sap-wood after its separation from the heart-wood is 
ready for immediate use as a pulp producing material or it may 
be stored for future use.”

Opening for Wrapping Paper Stands in England. 


Consul Albert Halstead, of Birmingham, England, suggests that 
there may be an opening for the sale in the United Kingdom of 
wrapping paper stands, commonly used in American stores. Patent 
appliances are referred to, holding three or more rolls of wrapping 
paper, and having a steel bar with a sharp edge that fits close to 
the paper, so that when a salesman desires to wrap up a package 
he can tear off the exact length of paper necessary after selecting 
a roll which is of the proper width. There seems to be no such 
useful and economical device in use in this part of England. No 
effort should be made to introduce this device unless it be a thor- 
ough one. Casual and half indifferent attempts to introduce an 
American novelty into England are worse than useless.

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ELIMINATION OF ROSIN IN SULPHITE. 


A Simple Contrivance for ‘Aiton This End—Hot Water the 
Chief Means for Precipitating the Vapors Containing the Rosin. 


Were we sulphite cooks only able to boil our stuff at 170° C., 
the unpleasantness of rosin would be carried off in the escaping 
gases, and then there would be an end to any rosin calamities in 
sulphite, says Bastl in the Wochenblatt. 


But since we must only cook up to 130-135° C., we dissolve the 


rosin well enough; but the stuff remains and sticks to the fibre. 
There seems to be only one available remedy for eliminating rosin, 
and that is simply by washing in hot water. 

When the boil is finished and we open the digester for the pur- 
pose of washing, the temperature of stuff is lowered and the dis-

solved rosin clings to the fibres and covers the same with a fine 
film. An addition of cold water will result in a very intimate 
combination of the rosin with the fibre, and great efforts are re- 
quired for their separation. Part of this separation is performed 


in the whirl of the boiler, where heat produced by friction tends to 
dissolve a small proportion of rosin, and the separation is continued 
in the beater, especially in the bleaching beater, where the stuff is 
warmed by water. The very best known mechanical contrivances 
are, however, inadequate for freeing the rosin from the fibre in 
a satisfactory way. Hot water in the digester has, however, re- 
lieved the anxiety of many a clever sulphite cook. 

My arrangement for reliably performing this elimination is as 
follows: 

I use two tanks for cooling the off-gases of the boiler. The 
warm water from the first tank flows into a collecting reservoir, the 
off-lye runs ‘into a large tank provided with a copper coil of the 
largest practicable heating surface. This coil is connected with 
the collecting reservoir and with the hot water tank. Besides these 
arrangements there is an injector. The operation proceeds in the 
following manner: Simultaneously with the off-lye water on the 


boiler the inlet valve of the collecting reservoir for filling the coil 
is opened and the water flows in a continuous stream from the 
collecting reservoir through the coil into the hot water tank—and 
proves very hot. 

As soon as the off-lye is out of the boiler I apply the injector 
for pumping hot water into the boiler and continue the washing 
process for an hour. When the pressure is reduced I remove the 


lid and wash again with lukewarm water until the heat from the 
off-lye is absorbed. 


In mills where the stuff is blown off under pressure, the washing 
of the boiler thereby being impossible, the blowing off must be per- 


formed without additions of cold water. In order to prevent the 
water directed into the outlet pipe for the purpose of condensing 
the vapors from entering and mixing with the stuff an outflow pipe, 
b, as shown in the diagram, is applied very practically. This outlet 
pipe affords the following advantages: 


First-—For providing precipitating water the use of off-water is 
allowable. 


Second—The end of the outlet pipe being under the water sur- 
face the admission of air is entirely excluded. 
Third—The rosin present in the vapors will disappear in the 


precipitated water. After blowing off, the stuff is washed well in 


hot water. When the cellulose is washed in this manner the same 


is freed from rosin, i. e., it is cleaner than it would be by applying 
any of the highly praised remedies. 


J. R. Booth to Use Sawdust for Fuel. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Ottawa, Canada, September 17, 1906.—J. R. Booth has just com- 
pleted a spacious subway for the conveyance of sawdust from his 
lumber mill to the paper factory, which latter will go into opera- 
tion about October 1. Mr. Booth estimates that the output of 
sawdust from the sawmill will keep the paper factory supplied 
with fuel during eight months of the year. The daily consumption 
of coal would probably be 40 tons per day, so that by the utiliza- 
tion of the waste product the company will save a considerable 
sum. When the sawmill is in full blast the factory fires will not 
consume all the sawdust, but means will be provided for storing 
up the surplus for use in winter. A large part of the refuse from 
the mill is too coarse for use in the paper factory, and it will be 
elsewhere disposed of. Ee 


A New Adhesive Paste. 

A by-product of the wheat starch manufacturing process is sold 
under the name of “Shoe Paste” and “Vienna Glue.” German 
patent, 172,610. Dr. Emil Donatti, Leipsic. 

This adhesive forms a very stringy tenacious body that will not 
submit to a uniform solution in water, therefore not suitable for 
being spread or distributed by brushes. 

It has, however, been found that a very useful and handy paste 
can be made by placing the stuff in a dried and pulverized state 
for about ten minutes under the influence of sulphurous gases. The 
action of the sulphuric acid produces a transformation of the viscid 
stuff into a uniform, adhesive paste, that is readily soluble in water. 

The admixture with water changes the ropy nature, and allows 
the converted adhesive to be applied by the brush for numerous 
useful purposes.

Cottonseed Hulls or Other Fibre-Holding Waste Products, As a 
Raw Material, Can Be Utilized—German Patent 171,604. 


The fibre containing materials are boiled in a chemical lye of al- 
kalies, earthy alkalies, diluted acids, sulphates of alkalies, bisul- 
phate of lime, magnesia, potash, sodium, etc., until the combina- 
tion of the non-fibrous and fibrous matter is sufficiently separated 
without causing any injury to the fibres. After that process the 
mass is caused to pass through a suitable number of tanks con- 
taining various washing liquids (d, da’). 

In the inner part of these tanks smaller conical shaped tanks (¢) 
with openings on the top and bottom are provided with agitators 
in the form of spiral blades (k) secured to a vertical shaft, and 
underneath these inside tanks we find secured to said shaft a couple 
of paddle shaped stirrers (1). The fibres are freed in the described 
manner from the remnants of the pods and other impurities, dur- 





ing which process the bent dipping arms (c) on a common shaft 
(a) with conical wire screens (b, b') perform the transfer of the 
stuff into the following tank after allowing the washing liquid to 
drip off.—Wochenblatt.

Lockport, N. Y., September 18, 1906.—The United Box Board 
and Paper Company, of New York city, has decided to equip the 
Traders Mill in this city, one of its important plants, with electric 
motors to operate all the machines and such other machinery as 
can be best operated this way. 

Last week a contract was made with the Westinghouse Company 
for a complete supply of motors and all other electrical appliances 
necessary to equip the plant. These orders were placed from the 
New York office, and as soon as they are properly installed the 
machinery will be operated by electricity. About three weeks ago 
Manager O. M. Diall, of the Lockport Gas and Electric Light Com- 
pany, closed a contract with the Traders Mill to supply 2,000 elec- 
trical horse power to the plant, and he will be ready to supply the 
power to the mill by the middle of next month. 

Efforts have been made with a number of other paper mills 
for contracts for electrical power, but the managers are backward 
about closing the same, thinking that perhaps in the course of two 
or three months they will be able to secure the power at a more 
reasonable rate. It is feared that in this they will be mistaken, and 
that instead of growing cheaper the price may advance. The local 


gas and electric light company has a monopoly of the electric power 
business, and if they wish to equip their mills before the canal 
closes and the water power is closed off it would be wise to make 
hay while the sun shines. As was told by your correspondent last 
winter the days of cheap water power for Lockport are past. “The 
idea of talking about $16 horse power is ridiculous.” said a promi- 
nent resident of the city only last week. “Our manufacturers must 
prepare themselves for the situation which confronts them and 
make the very best bargains that they can.” Wns Ee 


Experiments With Beating Engines. 

The writer of this article had an opportunity of comparing the 
power required to drive two beating engines, and as the figures ob- 
tained were of interest he has communicated them to the Wochen- 
blatt fiir Papierfabrikation. 

One hollander was quite a new machine made by Voith, and had 
a capacity of 150 kg. of dry material. Engine No. 2 was an older 
machine, and built to take 100 kg. of dry material. Both engines 
were built in the ordinary open form. The measurements of the 
roll and bed plate will be seen in the accompanying table. Each 
was charged with rag half stuff, which was beaten till finished; 
and in order that the contents of the two engines should be as 
nearly as possible alike the half stuff for both was taken from 
near the bottom of a chest and at the same level. After the en- 
gine was filled and allowed to run for ten minutes in order to 
obtain a uniform distribution of pulp, the measurements of power 
were made under the same conditions of beating during the whole 
time. After the beating of both had been carried to the same pitch 
the power required to drive the pulp was measured. 

The figures obtained in the experiments were determined with 
the greatest exactitude, as also were the amount of wet half stuff 
put into the beaters and other measurements which are shown in 


the table.

The beaten stuff from each engine was converted into paper 
separately, but under the same conditions, in the Fourdrinier ma- 
chine. The weight of paper produced is given after making allow- 
ance for waste. Both papers were shortly after making tested for 


strength and resistance to friction, the results showing that the 
paper from engine No. 1 gave better results all the way through 
than that from No. 2. 

We give these results because we think they will be of interest to 
paper makers, who will no doubt be able to draw their own con- 
clusions.

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GREAT BRITAIN’S IMPORTS OF PAPER. 


The Shipments of Paper Into the United Kingdom From Ger- 
many, Holland and Belgium Have Increased About 
$2,000,000 Since 1901. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Lonpon, England, September 8, 1906.—The competition of Ger- 
many, Holland and Belgium in the paper market of the United 
Kingdom is undoubtedly very powerful. Last year, for instance. 
over £2,250,000 sterling went to the countries mentioned for goods 
supplied. Compared with five years ago (1901) an increase is 
shown of £385,363. 

The total values of the British imports from Germany, Holland 
and Belgium during the past five years were as under:

A noteworthy feature of the above is the large trade credited to 
Holland. As the country of shipment is only recognized in the of- 
ficial compilation of the returns, and not the country of origin, a 
large proportion of the paper may have come from Germany and 
other countries.

Advantages of U. S. Over England in Trade With Canada, 


Consul Charles Deal, of St. Johns, Province of Quebec, writes 
as follows regarding the relative trade of the United States and 
Great Britain with Canada: 

When the full facts regarding British and United States trade 
in Canada during the fiscal year ended June 30 are shown in detail 
it will be developed that despite the trade barriers between the 
Dominion and the United States the growth of business with the 
United States compared with Great Britain is very remarkable. It 
is undoubtedly true, whatever may be done to foster Canadian 
trade with Great Britain, and however much imperial and patriotic 
sentiment may desire its increase, that many considerations will to 
a large extent offset any advantages that tariffs, shipping prefer- 
ences, or other ingeniously devised schemes may give the mother 
country as against the United States. There is the fact that a few 
hours at most separate the trading and manufacturing centres of 
the two countries. A trip from one country to the other is no 
more regarded by the citizens of either in the light of a journey 
to a foreign country than is a trip from Montreal to Quebec so 
regarded by a Canadian. Cleveland, Buffalo and Boston are just 
across the way from Toronto and Montreal. St. Paul and Chi- 
cago are nearer Winnipeg than Toronto, and Seattle and San 
Francisco are closer to Vancouver and Victoria than is Winnipeg. 
To get goods from Great Britain is a work of months; to get them 
from across the line that of days only. Goods of United States 
manufacture suit the Canadian market; those from Great Britain 
do not always to nearly the same degree, and a little more enter- 
prise and push on part of American manufacturers would increase 
their trade wonderfully. 


Suit Over the Dells Dam at Eau Claire, Wis. 

Eau Criatre, Wis., September 17, 1906.—The Dells Improvement 
Company and the Dells Paper and. Pulp Company have brought 
suit to enjoin the city of Eau Claire from taking possession of the 
Dells dam, which is held by the Dells Improvement Company un- 
der a ninety-nine year contract with the city, made in February, 
1877. The suit, which incidentally attempts to raise for adjudica- 
tion the question of whether or not the ninety-nine year contract 
is valid, is the reply of the corporations to the city administration's 
notice thirty days ago that the corporations must comply with the 
contract or surrender the dam.

PHILADELPHIA, September 18, 1906—So much improved are con- 
ditions in the paper stock market that an increase in quotations all 
along the line, but particularly in the hitherto inactive better grades, 
is imminent. The increase in the price of wood pulp and its de- 
creasing production naturally direct attention to old papers and 
have much strengthened that demand for the better grades. Com- 
mons, too, which all along have been in fairly good demand, are 
being more actively sought for than ever, and it is no longer 
difficult to secure better prices than the inside quotations below, 
although there has been no quotable advance over outside quota- 
tions. 

Demand for paper stock is now getting into the condition of 
demand for rags—a more active inquiry than a supply. There 
are yo accumulations anywhere, and it is believed that in a week 
or so, pérhaps much less, when mill men realize that the market 
is entirely cleaned up, the inducement of better prices will be put 
forth to secure stock.
